I would like 
to send a few messages back to your 
schools. One is the fact of defective 
speech in our pupils. As a rule the 
pupils read better than the teacher. 
The farther we go up from teacher 
to the professor in t^e higher grades, 
the pocjrer the reading. It is more 
mechanical, and assumed. 
We do 


not cultivate the eye and the ear. We 
do not get good tones because we do 
not breathe right. Teach pupils to 
walk right. There is great difference 
in tones used on playground and 
those used in the recitation.

Loiieb from depth of chest, avoid 
throat tones. Throw out the wa;st 
and chest, deeuen the tores.

Wednesday morning of last 
jweek by Oscar Whitcornb, a neigii- 
jbor. who had spent the night with

! Mr. Whitcornb went home to do his 
j chores and when he returned about 
an hour later found the doctor dead 
iin his chair. He was born and rear- 
jed at Bendersville. enlisted in the 
i army during the Civil "War. conduct- 
Jed the company store at Pine Grove, 
j read medicine with Dr. John Mars- 
jden. attended Hahnernann College at 
! Philadelphia, and began practicing 
'medicine in Chambersburg where he 
became one of the ieaninsr physicians. 
'Later he followed his profession in 
j Baltimore and Carlisle. Twenty-five 
p-ears ago an attack of pneumonia 
i weakened

Two sportsmen were disputing. One 


claimed that if a rifie is sighted on a 
dead levei the kali commences to fall 
the instant it leaves The barrel. The 
second rnn.ii claimed that the ball first 
rises abox-e tbe level of the barrel and 
then falls. Tbey didn't settle the ques- 
tion, but here is the answer: 


Gravity nets upon a moving and un- 


supported body instantly, be the body 
large or small. In a rifle the line of 
sight (tliat is, the iine of aim) is one 
thing: the Hue of the bore is another. 
In order that gravity will not cause a 
bullet to drop too scon a rISe is always 
made so that the lice of the bore points 
slightly upward as compared with the 
line of sight. The result is that, while 
the bullet begins to drop away from 
the direct line of the bore the moment 
it leaves the piece, it rises at first 
above the line of sight and then slowly 
drops below it. 


Bifles are usually made so that they 


will strike the object aimed at at a cer- 
tain distance—say 200 yards from the 
hunter. That is to say. they carry 
"point blank" at 200 yards. If" the ob- 
ject is farther away more front sight 
must be given. "Under any and all cir- 
cumstances, however, the bullet drops 
away from the line of the bore, owing 
to the gravity, the moment the gun is 
fired.—New York Tribune. 


Luckily For the Aviator, He Wai Out 


of Range of the Drops. 


It will be easily understood, writes 


C. G. Grey iu "Tales of the Flying 
Service," that before a bullet that has 
been shot straight upward begins to 
fall there must be a point where it 
stands dead still and that for the last 
part of its upward flight it travels Tery 
elowly. One officer of my acquaintance 
told me, after some months of war, 


j that his most curious experience was 


when once, and once only, he discov- 
ered the exact extreme range point 


He was flying along quite peacefully 


on a bright, sunny morning at an alti- 
tude of a little over 8,000 feet, without 
worrying about anything, when sud- 
denly he saw something bright dart 
past tbe side of the machine. He be- 
gan to look about him and saw, a 
shade below him and a trifle to one 
side, a whole stream of little bright 
things glittering in the sun. 


Then he realized that he had just 


struck a level that happened to be the 
extreme vertical range of a machine 
gun that was making uncommonly 
good shooting. Other bullets from 
rifles and other machine guns also 
flashed into view as he flew along, and 
when Ms eyes caught the right focus he 
could follow the slow, topmost part of 
their movement for a considerable dis- 
tance- "It looked," he said, "Just a* If 
It were raining upward," and the phe- 
nomenon was so novel that he quite- 
forgot for a time that the "raindrops" 
Indicated that he was unpopular with 
some one below.

object for story telling should be for 
moral training, permitting the child 
to draw the moral, if possible. The 
teacher may give another 
similar 


story, leading the child to the moral 
of 
the 
story. Some 
insist 
story 


should be told for the real enjoy- 
ment, the child should have the same 
privilege, reading or telling the story 
which has true inspiration is pure en- 
joyment. The story should be for 
moral, intellectual or enjoyment pur- 
poses. These may be varied, be guid- 
ed by yourself and by the child. To 
tell the story you must love your 
story to tell it well, be full of the 
story, get the true impression. Every 
story must have a beginning, a cli- 
max, and an ending. Organize your 
storj-. 
The important thing in tell- 


ing a. story is when the climax is 
reached, end it suddenly and quit; 
practice your story so 3"ou may be 
able to tell it well. Let me empha- 
size the importance of Bible stories, 
outside of religious worth, the intel- 
lectual help is of great value. If it is 
true that you and I tell the story 
that -we like best, we reflect the 
story of our life and in no other way 
do we so well tell our character as is 
verified in the stories we tell.

Probably the most damage is experi- 


enced from grease, in the dillerendal 
housing, working out into the bralis 
drums and then on to the side wails 
of the tires. This may result from loose 
bearings or too much grease or from 
using grease not suitable for differen- 
tial 


Grease and oil may be very easily re- 


moved by using a rag saturated in gas- 
oline. 
Gasoline, although a solvent, 


evaporates quickly and, if applied in 
small quantities, will not cause any in- 
jury when used as a cleaning agent. 


Ordinary injuries to the rubber cover 


do not prevent successful repairs, bat 
not often can work be well done when 
materials have been affected by oil or 
grease.
